CSX Transportation, Inc. ("CSXT') hereby notifies the Board that pursuant to the'decision 
served on September 3,2010, as amended by a decision served on October 4, 2010 in the 
above-entitled proceeding, CSXT has as ofthe date of this letter consummated the 
abandonment ofthe 2.95-mile line of railroad between milepost OCF 208.71 to milepost OCF 
211.66, in Manchester, Clay County, Kentucky (the "Line"). The portion ofthe Line between 
milepost OCF 208.71 and milepost OCF 210.65 is being reclassified as excepted track and 
CSXT intends to transfer this portion ofthe Line to a customer so that the customer can use the 
line for the'rail services it needs for its facilities. CSXT intends to salvage the remaining 
portion ofthe Line between milepost OCF 210.65 and milepost OCF 211.66. 

Additionally, in accordance with the Board's October 4, 2010 decision, CSXT consulted with 
the National Geodetic Survey, the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers, and otherwise satisfied all 
conditions imposed by the Board. Accordingly, CSXT hereby notifies the Board that it has 
satisfied all conditions in the October 4,2010, decision and therefore will exercise its 
abandonment authority as ofthe date of this letter.
